Shanghai, Jan! 8. 

With the price of rice and food con- 
tinuing to soar another epidemic of 
strikes has hit Shanghal, the most 
serious of which was the sudden 
walk-out this morning of tram work- 
ers in the International Settlement, 
inconveniencing thousands of office 
workers. 


Delivery boys of the. telegraph 
companies are also on strike, demand+ 
ing an increased rice allowance, and 
post office employees have presented 
a series of demands which have been 
transmitted to Chungking for con- 
sideration. . 


It is estimated that 30,000 workers 
are Involved in existing or impending
